The  time  did  come,  however, 
When  later  psychologists,  Investigating  the  sub- 
ject, were  able  to  announce  that  the  total  result 
of  their  experiments  not  only  did  not  destroy  the 
theory  nf  mental  di.sclpline  but  actually  supported 
it.  Professor  Low,  of  Manitoba  University,  In  a 
recent  address  pointed  out  thist  experiments  in 
intelligence  testing  are  based  on  the  postulate 
that  everyone  has  a  general  factor  of  ability 
that  ean  be  m#asyred.  He  adds  that  development 
depends,  to  some  extent  at  any  rate,  upon  the 
use  that  Is  made  of  this  factor  and  of  practice 
in  acquiring  and  orgarttiing  knowledge.  -A  stu- 
dent's progress  in  learning  a  language  may  be 
measured  by. his  acquaintance  with  "sentence - 
patterns"  irhlch  he  can  use  over  and  over  again 
I  to  deal  with  differing  subject  matter  Similarly, 
I  In  other  branches  of  learning,  there  are  patterns 
'  or  terms-  of  -thinking,  logical  concepts,  niathe- 
matlcal  formulas,  scientific  techniques  Mental 
discipline  Is  only  another  name  for  practice  In 

the  use  of  these  forms.   

In  short,  it  .seem.s  reasonable  to  assume  that 
there  Is  something  seriously  wrong  in  the  schools 
If  the  students  do  not  succeed  in  generating  the 
kind  of  intellectual  mastery  that  enables'  them 
to  carry  over  these  "roenlal  patterns"  to  other 
of  activity.
